contract

Romulus councilmembers 
were in favor Monday of the 
new three-year contract be- 
tween the city and the Romulus 
Police Department. 

“I looked over this agree- 
ment and I think it takes the 
city one step forward toward a 
better employee/employer re- 
lationship,” Councilman Jim- 
mie Rasberry said. 

Romulus Mayor Beverly 
McAnally also gave her nod of 
support for the contract. 

“We feel it’s a good agree- 
ment,” McAnally said. 

The contract is between the 
Fraternal Order of Police, 
State Lodge of Michigan, 
Labor Council, the Romulus 
Command Officers Association 
andthe city for July 1, 1990 
through June 30, 1993. ' 

The goaf of the contract is a 
four-fold process: 

• To promote and ensure a 
spirit of confidence and coop- 
eration. 

• To set forth the general 
policy of the city on personnel 
and procedures. 

• To establish uniform and 
equitable rates of pay and 
hours of work and other terms 
and conditions of employment, 
both economic and non- 
economic. 

• To provide a remedy for 
any grievance.

Councilmembers and 
resident disagree

Romulus councilmembers 
and Mayor Beverly McAnally 
stood their ground Monday 
night when a resident express- 
ed her disappointment with a 
recent council decision to re- 
zone a residential area for com- 
mercial mobile home develop- 
ment. \ 

“We need to preserve as 
much (residential) property as 
we can,” resident Mary Collins 
said. “I’ve heard all kinds of 
excuses for rezoning that prop- 
erty. It’s a great trailer if you 
want a trailer park, but it 
doesn’t generate the kind of 
community pride as housing 
development” 

Mayor Pro Tern Randolph 
Gear disagreed with Collins. 

“How can you say we did a 
disservice to the community?” 
Gearsaid. “Do you know of any 
developer who would build re- 
sidential homes in that area?” 

On Oct. 22, councilmembers 
approved the rezoning of 
Ecorse Road between Ecorse 
and Cogswell roads from re- 
sidential to commercial, which 
opened city doors to the mobile 
home project. 

McAnally refuted Collins 
statement about mobile 
homes. 

“I think good people come 
out of that kind of housing,” 
McAnally said. “It is adding to 
our tax base, adding quality pe- 
ple who become contributing 
members to the community.” 


Collins recommended to the 
council if the city just needs 
bodies, why not build more low- 
income housing? 

Bodies are not needed in the 
city, but residents are needed, 
said Councilman Jimmie 
Raspberry. 

“We lost more than 2,000 peo- 
ple in less than 10 years,” 
Raspberry said. “That’s about 
a $360,000 loss, which is a great 
impact to the city. We need to 
bring people in who will use sew- 
er and water. I wish mobile 
homes were put in my area. 

“I’ve lived in the area for 47 
years, and there hasn’t been 
one stick put in the ground 
there. Something is now being 
put in the ground where there 
was nothing 47 years ago.” 

Before the Oct. 22 decision on 
the project was concrete, a few 
councilmembers were a bit 
hesitant to approve the re- 
zoning. 

Councilman Ellis T. Pen- 
nington had said he believed a 
trailer park would leave a bad 
taste in a lot of people’s minds. 
But, after visiting a few of the 
owners’ mobile homes, Pen- 
nington changed his mind. 

“I’d be glad to connect my 
home with this type. There is 
beautiful landscaping, and it’s 
a nice place to live,” Penning- 
ton said. 

Mobile homes will come in 
handy, especially with the cur- 
rent oil crisis making local re- 
sidents want to live in the area 
they work in order to conserve 
gas, Gear said earlier. 


Students learn bus safety

Hale Creek Elementary 
School students took bus safety 
seriously Nov. 26. 

Students participated in a 45- 
minute AAA Michigan safety 
patrol training session to teach 
safer bus trips to and from 
school. 

Renee Ramos, AAA spokes- 
woman for Wayne County, was 
the guest for the day. 

“Last year, 102 children be- 
tween the ages of 5 and 14 were 
killed in Michigan traffic, and 
10,856 injured,” Ramos said. 
“The AAA Michigan effort is 
part of a total safety program 
designed to reduce these tragic 
numbers. Student traffic acci- 
dents almost never happen 
when safety patrol members 
are on the job during school 
hours.” 

The goal of the presentation 


was not only to teach the stu- 
dents about bus safety but also 
to have them act out the safety 
measures, according to Hale 
Creek principal Lynne Mos- 
soian. 

“There was a video on how to 
evacuate from a bus,” Mos-- 
soian said. “The students had 
the opportunity to get on the 
school bus and practice a mock 
evacuation. Students in kinder- 
garten through sixth grade 
participated.” 

The students seemed to 
understand exactly what their 
role was during the mock bus 
emergency. Mossoian said the 
youngsters were glad to see 
their familiar bus drivers par- 
ticipate in the exercise with 
them. 

“Even the kids who don’t 
ride the bus to and from school 
participated,” Mossoian said. 
“It’s very helpful for all the stu- 
dents to understand bus safety

Historical Society 
looking for donors

The Romulus Historical Soci- 
ety needs donations to com- 
plete construction of the first 
Romulus historical museum. 

Pearl Varnes, president of 
the historical society, is hoping 
for as many donations as 
possible. 

“We have a charter donor 
plaque where residents can 
donate at least $500 or more to 
have their name on the pla- 
que,’’ Varnes said. “The 
money will be used to hang up 
doors, put on the trimming, 
complete the final flooring and 
building wall display cases.” 

The future museum, which is 
next to the post office, was in- 
itially a one-room schoolhouse 
in 1839. In 1890, the schoolhouse 
was sold and later used as a 
hall. 

In 1920, the building was sold 
again and was converted into a 
house. It wasn’t until 1986, when 
the city bought the building, 
that the historical society de- 
cided to return the structure to a 
one-room schoolhouse. 


“There are two additional 
rooms on the outside,” Varnes 
said. “The main schoolroom it- 
self is all in tact. We’ve been 
working on the restoration since 
1986.” 

The majority of the restora- 
tion is being completed with 
community hands from the 
schools and residents, accord- 
ing to Varnes. 

“We have a deadline date for 
the plaque. The charter donor 
plaque will be closed to dona- 
tions after Dec. 1. At this time, 
names will be sent in so the pla- 
que can be made,” ‘Varnes 
said. 

About 32 Romulus residents 
have already made donations. 
Varnes said there isn’t a target 
date for completing the 
museum. 

“We’re just trying to concen- 
trate on getting the donations 
right now,” Varnes said. “The 
Romulus Historical Commis- 
sion and the Romulus Historic- 
al Society are working to com- 
plete the project. We’re hoping 
to finish it by next summer.”

Round 2: Council strikes back with lawsuit

An appeal is in the making 
against the Nov. 8 decision of 
the Wayne County Elections 
Commission to approve the 
language on the second batch 
of recall petitions.

oi the council during the down- 
fall of the city," according to 
Don Farmer, chairman of the 
Wayne Charter Committee. 

“We’re very pleased Mrs. 
McEachern was spared from 
the recall,’’ Norton said. 
“However, since Michigan 
election laws require that 
charges against public officers 
should be during the term of 
office, we all started the term 
about the same time. 

“My term is one year, coun- 
cilmen Thomas Kelly and 
Robert Beeny have a one-year 
term and McEachern and 


councilmen Edwin Rowe and 
Thomas Weyand have a three- 
year term. If McEachern 
should be dropped, then we all 
should be dropped because the 
charges are all the same.” 

If one of the six complaints 
listed on the recall petitions is 
found inv.alid, then all of the 
petitions have to be thrown out, 
Norton said. 

“We’re not going to let one of 
the accusations be validated," 
Norton said. 

The six complaints listed on 
the petitions are: 

• Violating the Open Meet- 


ings Act by failing to require 
the city planning commission 
to keep minutes for its meet- 
ings. 

• Approving the loan agree- 
ment with The Associated 
Newspapers Inc. seven years 
after the fact. 

• Failing to hire and retain a 
city manager that meets the 
qualifications required by the 
City Charter. 

• Approving a $600,000 city 
contract for creation of wet- 
lands on city-owned property 
located in the City of Romulus. 

• Failing to create a Charter 
Revision Committee when re- 
quested by citizens. 

• Violating the City Charter 
by accepting payments for 
lease of office space from the 
independent city auditors. 

“I think we have enough 
documenatation to support the 
complaints,” said James Arre- 
dondo, attorney for the Wayne 
Charter Committee. “The elec- 
tion commission ruled specifi- 
cally on those issues. I don't 
think the city will be very suc- 
cessful with the appeal.” 

No court date has been set 
yet for the appeal, according to 


Patricia Cwiek-Irving, attor- 
ney for Wayne councilmem- 
bers and Norton. v 

Besides the appeal attempt, 
Charter Committee members 
have another petition circulat- 
ing in Wayne, requesting a city 
audit for the past 10 years. 

The city gets an audit each 
year on a regular basis, 
according to city finance offi- 
cials. 

“All the signatures have to 
be turned in within 60 days to 
the city clerk,” Arredondo 
said. “We need 10 percent of 
the registered voters in Wayne 
which is about 1,000 signatures. 
The language doesn’t need to 
be approved by anyone.” 

Arredondo said once the city 
clerk receives the audit peti- 
tion and makes sure the resi- 
dents who signed are reg- 
istered voters, the city then has 
30 days to act on the request for 
an audit. 

"They will have three op- 
tions,” Arredondo said. “They 
can either adopt an ordinance 
to have an audit, reject it or 
place it on the ballot for the re- 
sidents in 1991.”

The contract focuses on more 
than 40 issues involving the 
police officers, which includes 
disciplinary procedures, prom- 
otions, tuition reimbursement 
and strikes. 

Under strikes, the contract 
states the police union will take 
affirmative action to stop any 
slowdown or strikes against the 
city which includes, but is not 
limited to, any agreed upon 
absenteeism from work. 

Concerning disciplinary pro- 
cedures, the degree of action 
will depend on the offense, 
according to the contract. 

Depending on the circumst- 
ance, the following reprimands 
could take place: 

• Oral reprimand 
(counseling). 

• Written reprimand. 

• Chief's hearing. It could in- 
volve suspension, demotion.

Six conditions are listed in 
the contract for an employee to 
benefit from this program:

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Van Buren police continue search

Van Buren Township police 
are looking for information 
that could solve the 7-year-old 
unsolved slaying of a reserve 
police officer. 

Van Buren Township detec- 
tives have labored to solve the 
slaying of 24-year-old Wayde 
Clemons who was said to have 
friends linked to narcotics 
traffic. 

In the Nov. 18 edition of the 
Sunday Eagle and Enterprise , 
investigating officers related 
the story of the slaying in the 
hope that someone might come 
forward with information that 
would lead to the arrest and 
conviction of the slayer. 

Sometime during the morn- 
ing of April 24, 1983, an un- 
known gunman pumped six .38- 
caliber bullets into the head, 
face, back and arms of Wayde 
Clemons as he was sleeping in 
his home on Ecorse Road. 

“I feel we were very close to 
solving the crime in 1983. We 
had a suspect, but not enough 
evidence to charge him with 
the crime,” said Van Buren 
Township Lt. Kenneth Brooks, 
one of the officers who original- 
ly investigated the case. “Each 
year, a team of detectives re- 
opens the case and attempts to 
put the pieces together. We 
hope now that 7 years have 
gone by, someone who knew 
the killer or has some know- 
ledge of the crime will step for- 
ward.” 

In 1983, the investigation was 
handled by detectives Mark 
Persons, now the township pub- 
lic safety director, Brooks and 
two officers who are no longer 
with the department: JoeDidia 
and Ken Laskaska. 

Police do not believe Cle- 
mons was a narcotics user, but 
many of his friends and ac- 
quaintances were involved 
with narcotics. Two of his ac- 
quaintances, Johnny Duane 
Fields and Timothy A. Green- 
field, both 24, were found shot 
to death during the same year 
Clemons was slain. Fields was 
found in the trunk of a car in 
Ypsilanti Township and Green- 
field was found in the trunk of a 
car in Pittsfield Township. 

Many of Clemons’ friends 
were former classmates at 
John Glenn High School in 
Westland during the mid-1970s. 

Washtenaw County detec- 
tives crisscrossed paths with 
Van Buren Township police 
during their investigation's of 
the three slayings. Many of 
those questioned in the shoot- 
ing deaths of Fields and Green- 
field also were questioned in 
connection with Clemons’ 
death. Later, detectives from 
both counties cooperated in 
their investigative efforts. 

“I remember Wayde as a 
quiet, easy-going guy. 
Although he was a reserve 
officer for only a short time, he 
seemed to be well-liked,” 
Brooks said. “Wayde was very 
athletic. He tried out for the 
short-lived Michigan Panthers 
football team and was said to

western Wayne County where 
he was observed with different 
young women. 

“At the beginning of the in- 
vestigation, we felt the killing 
was motivated by one of four 
things: a narcotics-related in- 
cident, a jealous husband, 
boyfriend or being in the wrong 
place at the wrong time,” 
Brooks said. “We talked to 
some 45 people, many of whom 
were women he dated, during 
the first weeks of the investiga- 
tion, and it did not appear that a 
jealous husband or boyfriend 
was involved.” 

One individual told police a 
short time before the slaying 
that Clemons had told him he 
wanted to get out of the Ecorse 
Road house. Clemons also told 
another friend he wanted to 
move because something had 


scared him and made him ner- 
vous. 

Brooks believes an incident 
which occurred two weeks be- 
fore the slaying may hold the 
key to the case. It was reported 
three white males had argued 
with the homeowner about a 
ring and threatened him with a 
bat. According to witnesses, 
two of the men threatened to 
shoot the homeowner. A black 
man, presumably Clemons, 
came out of the house and the 
confrontation broke out. 

From witnesses, police be- 
lieve the following series of 
events happened. On Saturday 
night, Clemons and a group of 
friends went to three bars in 
Westland. At one bar, fre- 
quented by motorcyclists, the 
group had a confrontation with 
several men who resented Cle- 
mons, a black man, being in the 
bar. When the bars closed early 
Sunday morning, Clemons and 
the homeowner went to a res- 
taurant on Belleville Road and 
the Interstate-94 Service 
Drive, and Clemons was 
observed leaving between 5 
a.m. and 5:30 a.m. 

At 11:30 a.m. Sunday, a 
friend attempted to call Cle- 
mons. No one answered the 
phone and the friend left a mes- 
sage on the tape. About 3 p.m., 
the homeowner reported he en- 
tered the house and found the 
house ransacked and Clemons’ 
gunshot-riddled body in the 
bedroom. He waited an hour 
before calling police. 

"We got the call at 4:07 p.m. 


When officers arrived at the 
home in the 45000 block of 
Ecorse Road, we found the vic- 
tim still covered up in bed, as if 
he had been surprised by his 
attacker. The house had been 
ransacked and a .38-caliber 
gun, with one spent round in the 
chamber, was on a table.”

Socially sober 

Company Christmas parties ‘dry up’ this year 


Clothing 
drive set

Beer will not flow freely this 
year during the annual Christ- 
mas party at Robert J. Stoner 
and Associates. 

In fact, it won’t flow at all. 

The Belleville accounting 
firm plans again to ban alcohol 
during its annual Yuletide 
party. 

It is not alone. A growing 
number of local businesses are 
changing the way they cele- 
brate the holidays as attitudes 
about drinking and driving 
change. 

“The days of excessive 
drinking are not as prevalent 
as they once were,” said Paul 
Westbrooke, general manager 
of the Ritz-Carlton in Dear- 
born. ‘‘The awareness in the 
community is far stronger.” 

Sober dinner parties and 
family-oriented afternoon par- 
ties have replaced the tradition- 
al late-night booze bashes. 

Pressure from anti-drunken 
driving groups and stiffer 
liability awards to the victims 
of drunken drivers have helped 
fuel the change. 

“The insurance rate for addi- 
tional coverage is nominal, 
usually for free or $25.” said 
Jeffrey Juenemann. an insur- 
ance agent in Westland. “But if 
a company is having parties 
■where people are getting hurt, 
they’re not going to be insur- 
able.”

Even a business with liability 
insurance to cover such situa- 
tions still might end up having 
to pay in the long run. 

Companies can be sued if it 
can be proven they knew or 
should have known a guest was 
drunk, said lawyer John E. 
Thomas in Plymouth. 

“The law is pretty much the 
same for any type of host,” 
Thomas said. 

That pressure has forced 
Jarrett Mills Schron and 
Associates Inc. in Wayne to end 
its Christmas parties. 

“We are sensitive to our em- 
ployees and to what’s in our in- 
surance pages,” Vice Presi- 
dent Robert J. Schron said. 

Schron quit staging the party 
about five years ago. The main- 
reason: Lack of benefit for the 
company. 

“For the amount of money, 
the company didn’t get a lot of 
benefit from the party,” he 
said. “We now give our em- 


ployees gift certificates or 
cash. It’s more family - 
oriented that way.” 

For companies which still 
offer alcohol, more often than 
not company managers are 
taking extra precautions to 
avoid a potential liability 
problem. 

“Every year I hire a barten- 
der and give him instructions 
to cut people off early and I hire 
a limousine to take people 
home,” said Larry Cocke, 
president of Form Flow Inc., a 
Romulus tool maker. “It’s a lot 
cheaper to rent a limousine ev- 
ery year than what one liability 
claim would cost.” 


Other companies instead 
have devised alternatives to 
the traditional office party. 

Some are staging luncheons 
and family-oriented parties 
featuring Santa. Others still 
offer alcohol, but have drasti- 
cally cut the hours it is served 
or the amount of drinks avail- 
able. 

At Standard Federal Bank in 
Wayne, a bash at the bank that 
might last until midnight has 
never compared to dinner at a 
local restaurant. 

“We’ve been out many times 
with our employees and every- 
one seems to have a good 
time," Manager Lorraine Ottis

said. “I don’t expect any prob- 
lems with drinking.” 

At Jack Demmer Ford Inc. in 
Wayne, employees seem to be 
adjusting to the switch from an 
open bar to a two-drink max- 
imum drink limit, said Steven 
Viso, dealership sales man- 
ager. 

“We've never had a problem 
with drinking,” Viso said. 
“Still, all our managers keep 
an eye out to make sure every- 
one is in good shape when they 
leave the party.” 

But the concern is more than 
a matter of money, he said. 
“We want our employees to get 
home safely.”

Former Belleville High School instructor donates memorial painting

A former Belleville High 
School art instructor donated a 
framed painting of the prop- 
osed tri-community yeterans 
Memorial to help create public 
awareness of the project.

Sawyer intermingled the beak 
of the American eagle with the 
posture of a silhouetted prisoner 
of war. 

When asked about his 
artwork. Sawyer said he liked 
the general feeling of strength 
and pride plus the tranquil 
scene in the background, which 
shows the gravestones sur- 
rounded with roses. 

Sawyer, an Air Force veter- 


an, empathizes with the memo- 
rial project because his older 
brother, Stanley Sawyer, was 
killed in action by a sniper’s 
bullet just one month before the 
end of World War II. The 
brother of his wife, Teresa 
Bies-Sawyer, also was killed in 
action.

“I wanted to put themes into 
the paintings that take it 


beyond the actual monument,” 
Sawyer said. “I enjoyed doing 
the painting because it was a 
personal challenge, and I was 
glad I could contribute to the 
memorial effort.” 

The finished monument will 
be flanked by side tablets list- 
ing the names of 140 Belleville, 
Van Buren Township and 
Sumpter Township area ser- 


vicemen who were killed in ac- 
tion. 

Sawyer, who left BUS in 1971 
to establish a design studio, 
was director of the art depart- 
ment, a swimming coach and a 
guidance counselor.

Who makes the rules? That seems to be the question 
Mayor Robert Thomas of Westland has tackled head-on this 
week With his request that members of city commissions 
and boards who do not live within the municipality resign 
from those policy making groups. 

Frankly, we think Thomas is on the right track and ap- 
plaud his efforts. 

Those who have served and subsequently changed re- 
sidency should offer their service to the new community in 
which they live, no matter how serious a loss of continuity 
and experience Westland might suffer. If their advice or 
knowledge of any particular issue might be needed in West- 
land, it would seem that a phone call or a special appear- 
ance at a meeting of the commission or board members 
would be appropriate. Actual membership on the commis- 
sion, committee or board should be reserved for residents 
of the city, however. 

If allowing non-residents to make recommendations of 
this nature for approval of members of the city council is 
acceptable, would it then be just as acceptable for non- 
residents to be elected to the council or mayor’s office? 

We think not. Those making decisions which so dramati- 
cally influence the spending, allocation and use of taxpayers’ 
money, property and time should be subject to precisely the 
same consequences as those affected by their decisions. 

The mayor of Westland has taken action which best 
serves the community, the taxpayers and his office. 


Just say ‘No’ 

There is only one way to say “no” and that is NO. 

Councilmembers of the city of Inkster are entertaining a 
proposal from the Michigan Hospital Authority to contruct a 
$15 million medical waste disposal plant on Henry Ruff Road. 

They apparently are not convinced that the MHA propos- 
al is a dangerous idea. Some say that the lawmakers are 
salivating over the tax-generated revenues the facility may 
bring to the city coffers. 

Although at least three members of council have 
announced that they will not support the proposal, council 
went ahead and voted to create an ad hoc committee to 
study the merits of the MHA plan. 

And council made the move despite pleas to the contrary 
from the people who put them in office. 

Those councilmembers who favor the formation of the 
committee and the study argued that it was premature to 
deny MHA the opportunity to present its case. 

Moreover, some councilmembers fear that if the plan is 
denied, MHA officials may go ahead and purchase county 
land or negotiate a deal with neighboring municipalities 
such as Wayne, Westland, Dearborn Heights or Garden 
City and build the plant anyway. Then, not only will the city 
of Inkster be stuck with a potentially hazardous plant, they 
would not reap the projected $100,000 in tax revenues the 
proposed plant would pay in tax revenues. 

Councilmembers’ dilemma is imbued in the hope that stall- 
ing for time will resolve the problem. 

We don’t see it that way. 

With two facilities - the Wayne County Sanitation Authority 
incinerator and the Environmental Waste Control - already 
located within city limits or nearby, it is disastrous to even 
entertain a proposal to construct another waste disposal or 
incinerator in Inkster. 

Moreover, the proposal to create an ad hoc committee is 
sending a message to the citizens of Inkster that lawmakers 
didn’t get their message. A dozen citizens have informed 
councilmembers that the plant MUST not be built in Inkster, 
kster. 

We agree.

Mission accomplished 

Robichaud reigns as Class B state champ

A 21-7 victory over Kingsford Friday night in the Pontiac 
Silverdome gave Robichaud Coach Robert Yauck and the Bull- 
dogs their first state football crown. 

“It is something we have been waiting for. for a long, long 
time around here,’’ said Yauck, who completed his 21st year as 
head coach. “It's a dream come true for myself and the mem- 
bers of this outstanding team. It is very difficult to express the 
emotions and feelings in words. However, let me say that all 
coaches would like to win a state title. We have finally reached 
that goal.” 

It wasn’t easy. Kingsford dominated the first quarter and 
drew first blood when the Flivvers put together a methodical 
80-yard drive culminated by tailback Ryan Bruns’ two-yard 
touchdown run. That drive ate up 8 minutes of the clock. 

And. after the ensuing kickoff, the Bulldogs’ frustration 
deepened when quarterback Andrew Parham’s pass was inter- 
cepted in the end zone, erasing a 51-yard sustained drive that 
fell 8 yards short of the Kingsford goal.

moving quarterback followed up with an 11-yard touchdown 
run. Wheatley kicked the extra point to give the Bulldogs the 
equalizer as time ran out. 

Robichaud came back with touchdowns in the third and 
fourth quarters. Wheatley rushed for 168 yards and scored one 
TD. That tally came in the third quarter. 

Robichaud sealed the victory with a fourth-period touch- 
down when senior running back Ralph Irwin scored from 3 
yards out with less than 8 minutes left. 

Robichaud finished the 1990 campaign with a 12-1 overall 
record and its first state football title. Wheatley wound up as 
the second-best all-time scorer in Michigan history.

A 54-45 victory over state-ranked Inkster last week moved New 
Boston Huron to the threshold of basketball history. 

Coach Tim Suemnick and the Chiefs won their first Class B 
regional women’s basketball crown at the expense of the Vikings 
and have earned a berth in the state quarterfinals. They were 
scheduled to play Mt. Clemens Wednesday night at Allen Park 
High School to determine which team would advance to the state 
semifinals. The semifinals will be played 8 p.m. Friday in Battle 
Creek’s Kellogg Arena. 

In the meantime, Suemnick was preparing his club for a show- 
down against a Mt. Clemens, a team that has won 22 of its 24 
games this season. 

“We have to continue to do the things we do best, and that’s play 
defense. Defense has gotten this team where it is today.” Suem- 
nick said. “Although we don’t know anything about our opponent, 
we do know that they have won 22 games, and any team that has 
accomplished that, you have to respect.” 

Suemnick called the victory over Inkster, a team that buried 
Dearborn Divine Child, the defending Class B state champ a week 
earlier, “The biggest girls’ basketball victory in the school’s 
history. I can’t say too much about these kids. They work hard 
and they don’t quit. It’s a combination that makes champions.” 

Huron managed to pull the upset thanks to a balanced scoring 
attack and its tenacious defense. The defense held the potent 
Inkster offense, led by all-state candidate Leatrice Scott, to a 
mere 15 points in the first-half. Scott led a mad rush to overcome a 
25-15 halftime deficit, and the Vikings almost pulled it off as they 
closed within seven (52-45) of catching up. 

The Chiefs, however, managed to hang on despite the loss of 
Chris Willingham, who suffered an ankle injury. 

Scott ended her prep cage career with 22 points, while team- 
mate Tequan Abney supported her with 10 points. 

Huron received 1 1 points from Janet Hughes, while Willingham 
and Janet Miller each contributed 10 points. 

Hughes and Willingham gave the Chiefs the edge on the boards 
as they combined for 22 rebounds between them.

going to be a lot of hard work 
and alot of fun. I thought about 
this position for a while and I 
thought. "Yes. Go for it.” 

ANP: What are your chances 
to be elected? 

BA: I don't have the UAW 
support. 1 may have it, but 1 
understand some of the com- 
missioners are waiting to hear 
what they want before they fill 
the temporary vacancy. 

ANP You are a Democrat 
who is going to run in a tradi- 
tional Democratic district. 
What chance does a Republi- 

BA: I’m sure Mr. Gustafson 
is frustrated. The fact is he had 
an election against Milt Mack 
and the voters on that day de- 
cided (Mack) was a better 
candidate. He'll have that 
chance to voice his opinions 
again and, hopefully, the vo- 
ters on that day will decide I’m 
the better candidate.

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Study claims 
speed kills

The speed limit change from 
55 mph to 65 mph has cost many 
lives, according to a study re- 
cently released by the Uni- 
versity v ' igan. 

The study compared the 
number of fatalities before the 
speed limit change and the 
number after the change. The 
findings show the number of 
accidents didn't necessarily in- 
crease, but the injuries sus- 
tained by drivers were much 
more severe. 

The speed limit increases 
took place around December 
1987. In the period between De- 
cember 1987 and December 
1989, U of M researchers found 
a 28 percent increase in the 
number of deaths, a 39 percent 
increase in the number of se- 
rious injuries and a 24 percent 
increase in the number of mod- 
erate injuries. 

On Michigan roads and high- 
ways during that same period, 
31 additional people died in auto- 
motive accidents, 420 suffered 
serious injuries and 491 suffered 
moderate injuries, according to 
the study. 

The additional deaths and in- 
juries are estimated to have 
cost an additional $98 million, 
according to the director of the 
study, Fredrick M. Streff. of 
the University of Michigan 
Transportation Research Insti- 
tute. 

Arguments for raising the 
speed limit included the num- 
ber of speeders would be de- 
creased. The higher speed

“The proportion of drivers ex- 
ceeding 65 mph on roads with a 
posted 65 mph limit has risen 
precipitously from 20 percent 
before the limit was raised to 42 
percent after,” Streff said in the 
study. Reducing the speed limit 
is not the answer, according to 
Streff. The reason: Motorists 
would most likely be against 
lowering the limit. He sug- 
gested giving law enforcement 
officials the right to pull drivers 
over to check and see if they are 
wearing seatbelts. If they are 
not, the officer would give the 
driver a ticket. 

Another solution is lowering 
the blood-alcohol level, so driv- 
ers would be considered legally 
impaired at a much lower 
level.
